The same ma,v perhajm be said of the 
m sterious wan lerer while approaching 
the sun. but not near cnou'j:h to under- 
go ya- orlz-.ition from the solar heat or 
en-.'ounter the denser strata of the 
invisible solar atmosphere. The re ent 
inquirv of Dr. Siemens into tiic con- 
servation of solar energy also lends col- 
or to the theory that comets when near 
tlie sun may encounter a resisting medi- 
um, which would account for the ])iie- 
noniena in question as the writer le- 
fe'red to supposes. But astronomers 
are yet far from solving: the old proi>- 
lem.s of the origin and e centric be- 
havior of comets' tails. ' There seems 
to be," says Mr. Huggns, "a rapidly 
•rrowing feelin«r annuiii; ohysic sts that 
both the selr-light of comets and the 
phenomena of their tails belonj^ to tha 
order of electric phenomena." This 
view, in ordor to account lor the carry- 
ing away of the comet* t ta'l under an 
ele tlic repulsion exerted by the siiii. 
necess tales the supposition that the suu 
is strongly eleotrilied, either positively 
or nt'trativelv, and also that, in the 
changes going on In tbe comet, the mat- 
ter thrown (m bv the nucleus has be- 
come strono^ly electrified in th«; same 
way as the sun. Otherwise the attrac- 
tion on one side rf evety particle of 
the comet would be precisely equal - as 
Uerschel points out— to the repulsion 
on itt opposite tide, and we should 
therefore be at a loss to explain the 
onormotis velo9ity with which the mat- 
ter of the tatt Is carried baolcward, in 
opposition both to the motion it had as 
ImH of tjbs pu«leii| totb^tit.^.

12. lHS:i.-^From 
hearing so many false rumors I feel it to 
be my duty, knowing the truth, to ask you 
to print it. 

Christmas day wai^ passing very quietly, 
many persons coining in and going our, 
late in the evenin<; and at ni^^ht. I will 
give the names of the men as they j/atlier- 
ed. About sunset Joseph >Iattin;;ly 
dropped in m]4 w^ka sitting about the 
store ; soon after Braxton Clary came in ;

I'o would 
pardon one, and tlie men must 
themselves decide which of them 
rIiouM le shot. How shodd tlie 
decision be made? Let sha e the 
dice,'* said one of the condemned. And 
the otlior ajTreed to it. And an(tn it was 
agreed to by all interested. The two 
men took their places by the side of a 
l)i^ drum, and were to throw the dice 
upon its head. Two d ces were gi\ en 
them and a proper box for shaking. The 
tirst man threw two sixes. He j^roaned 
in agony. He felt tliat he had ( onsij^ued 
his comrade to doatli. lint wlien the 
second came to tlirow lie also threw two 
tf'wos. *W()U lerful!' cried lookers on. 
They were ordered to shake and throw 
again. 'I'his time the second man thr»'w 
tirst— two aces. "Ho! (lood! You will 
live, Peter.'' But when Peter came lo 
throw, the dice presented the same two 
acea And now the heho'deiil weru 
wonder-strioki II. indeed. Another 
throw was ordered and I'eter threw a 
live and a deuce. The other threvv live 
— deuce. After the excitement had 
again subsided the men shook . once 
more. The tirst threw two foui-s. * "Oh! 
now, throw live and save yourself, 
Peter." Peter threw — two fours. At 
this point the Colonel ordered them to 
atop. He went and reported the mar- 
velous result to Winterlield.
